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Wisdom From Davies 


F Ambassador Joseph E. Davies has gone to the 
root of the matter when he points out that the Anglo- 
American policy of secrecy on atomic power lies at the 
bottom of the current Canadian spy scares, We would add 
that atomic policy is only a phase of the expansionist 
program on which American imperialism is embarked. 
But Davies, famous for his horse-sense, does the 
entire country a service when he puts the horse before 
the cart: the whole rumpus about espionage arises from 
the decision of President Truman and Premier Attlee last 
autumn not to share atomic energy freely and frankly 
with our major allies. 

The failure to share this khowledge is the root cause 
of what Davies calls the “present chaotic mistrust” among 
the great powers, 

And this distrust grows like a snowball. It is wreck- 
ing all possibilities of long-term friendship among the 
countries which must bear the responsibility for peace. 

Everyone understood this last fall. The atomic scien- 
tists themselves insisted that secrecy was a ruinous policy. 
Labor unions and progressives of all sides called upon 
President Truman to throw aside atomic blackmail. 

What happened instead? American imperialists, While 
organizing their own super-spy service, have tried to keep 
atomic energy as their own favorite weapon. 

This could only produce a race for atomic weapons, 
which generates mistrust and opens the way to spy scares 
and frameups and all the other techniques that reaction- 
aries use to fan the sparks of war. 

As Davies insists, it is time to cali a halt. Atomic 
secrecy must be ended. The United States which bears 
the chief responsibility, must make the first move to end 
it. And while ending atomic secrec,, the whole imperialist 
course of the American government must be reversed.
